Dear Editor, 


I was born in 1912 in the urban dis- 
trict of Walthamstow in South West 
Essex. It became a London Borough 
whilst I was at school. A pleasant 
enough place on the outer fringes of 
London. It had several working farms, 
open spaces and sports fields, but was 
already under the eye of the develop- 
ers. 

I lived there until 1938 (when com- 
mitments sent me elsewhere), but re- 
tumed in 1956 to manage a small engi- 
neering business. 

Unfortunately the town had now 
gone through a vast change for the 
worse, and was rapidly descending into 
chaos - Window smashing was rife, bur- 
glary an everyday occurrence, over- 
crowding normal, garbage everywhere, 
even in front gardens, shoplifting ram- 
pant and filthy abuse from young and 
old. I speak truthfully, I had my fair share 
of the lot. 

I just had to get away and was rec- 
ommended Bar Hill. My first visit was 
on a bright sunny day and I was won 
over by the place I was to buy and the 
Village Green. The aspect of the Green 
was a sizeable area bordered on its 
northern end by a magnificent row of 
tall fir trees. A picture fit for the cover 
of a book or magazine. Just the scene I 
like to paint in oils and it was like a 
breath of fresh air. 

I moved in and for a time it was like 
a tonic or holiday. Then the blow fell. 
One day I saw this row of trees, prob- 
ably the finest feature of Bar Hill Vil- 
lage, being ruthlessly hacked down to 
make room for what ? A hideous block 
of bricks which must be the ugliest 
building in East Anglia. There had been 
plenty of room for this monstrosity on 
the other side of the Octagon and the 
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lovely trees could have been saved to 
hide this thing from the Green. But per- 
haps the car park had already been 
planned and another part of the Green 
doomed. 

Now the scent of pinewood is no 
more, the scented trees that surrounded 
the garden centre have been bulldozed 
out and instead of the junior school get- 
ting the benefit, the children will have to 
put up with the exhaust fumes from the 
new car park which is as close to the 
front of the School as could be allowed. 

No man has ever been more disillu- 
sioned than myself by the changes tak- 
ing place in this Village. How much 
more of the Village Green is going to 
be sold for money that the council don’t 
know what to do with? If] was younger 
I would be thinking of making another 
move for my peace of mind.

Plotholders are often asked ‘Is it 
worth it?’ ie. is the quantity and quality 
of produce adequate return for the ef- 
fort expended preparing the plot and 
the outlay for the seed and ancillary 
items? If] am perfectly honest I have 
to say that I do not like digging but I 
really gain a sense of achievement when 
I have turned one of the allotment beds, 
removed the weeds and seen the fine, 
fresh, level earth ready for planting. 

Because we have cultivated our plots 
for several years, the hardest digging is 
long past, especially now that many 
barrowloads of compost have been in- 
corporated into the soil making it far less 
heavy. 

The outlay on plot rents and seeds is 
quite small for the quality of vegetables 
and fruit grown, and the flavour and 
quality is far superior to ‘shop fare’! 
Even if plants do not yield as proposed, 
one can normally use other parts, eg. if 
broccoli doesn’t form, then the leaves 
make excellent greens; so all is not lost!

Which is brownish whilst rogs have 
smooth. moist. green skin - their slimy 
look is caused by a sceretion from 
glands in the skin to keep tt moist and 
supple. 

Frogs tend to teed during the night at 
the edges of ponds using their charae- 
teristic Jong. sticky tongues to capture 
flying insects. Toads travel altar to get 
their food. which includes snails. slugs 
and woodlice. 

During the colder winter season 
When temperatures drop below freez- 
ing. ie male trogs bury themselves in 
mud at the bottom of ponds. Here d 
slew down and hibernate. bre 
through their skin. Young. temaie re YES 
and toads hibernate under logs. stones 
and amongst leaves. 

Frogs Jay their spawn in clumps in 

shallow water where toads prefer 
deeper water and lay their eggs in long 
rope-like formauons. which wind 
around plant stems. Out of 2.000 eggs. 
on average only five adults will survive 
to breed 

The Wildlife Jrust urges that frog and 
toad spawn should be left alone as they 
often die needlessly when removed from 
their normal environment. One rea] dan- 
ger is When spawn is taken from do- 
mesuc ponds and dumped out in the 
wild. this can spread infection like the 
homitically named Red {Leg disease.

A barnerof prickly hedge may be all 
the protection you need around vour 
property. 

Here are some ideas: 

Creeping Juniper - Juniperus horizontatis 
“Wiltoni’. Also known as ‘Blue Rug” be- 
cause it has long branches and its prostrate 
shape forms a flattened blue carpet. [thas a 
thorny stem and foliage. 

Blue Spruce - Picea pungens *Globosa’. 
Rigid branches, regular dense blue. spiky 
needles. Ht. 1-1.25m-x 7Sem-! m. Slow grow- 
Ing. Meist rich soil 

Common Holly - Hex agulfolium. Large 
evergreen shrub, dark green spiked leaves. 
Large red berries on female plants only. Suit- 
able in well drained soil. 

Giant Rhubarb - Gunnera manicata. Giant 
rhubarb-like leaves on erect stems. abrasive 
foltage. Can grow up to 2.5m high. 

Golden Bamboo - Phyllostachys aurea. 
Very graceful, forming thick clumps of up to 
3.3m high. Less invasive than other bamboos. 
Hardy. Young shoots in spring, 

Chinese Jujube - Zizyphus satira. Me- 
dium sized tree with very spiny pendulous 
branches. Leaves glossy bright green. Bears 
clusters of smail yellow flowers. 

Firethorn - Pyracantha ‘Orange Glow’ 
Flowers white in June, with bright orange- 
red berries. Thorny stem. Ht. 3- 4.5m. Suit- 
able for north or east-facing wall or as im- 
penetrable hedging. 

Shrub Rose - Rosa ‘Frau Dagmar 
Hastrup’. Excellent ground cover, pale pink 
flowers, very thorny stem. May September. 

Juniper - Juniperus x Media ‘Old Gold’. 
Evergreen. Golden-upped, prickly foliage. Ht. 
0 6m. Spread |.8m 

Mountain Pine - Pinus mugo ‘Mugbus’. 
A very hardy, large shrub or small tree, with 
long sharp needles, of dense, bushy habit. 
Leaves in pairs, 3-4cm long, rigid and curved, 
dark green, cone shaped.

Council Tax remains the same this year ! 
South Cambs. Council Tax will remain at £50 for the year 00/01 (for a Band D property occupied by two or more 


adults) following an agreement by Councillors at a Full Council meeting on Thu. 24th Feb. 

Last year the Council began charging a Council Tax for the first time in six years, after previously subsidising its costs 
trom reserves and balances. The decision reflects the Council’s policy last year of keeping its portion of Council Tax ata 
constant level from 1999 to 2002. 

Councillor Richard Summerfield (Chair of the Finance committee) said: 

‘Keeping our Council Tax charge at £50 is good news for the electorate. It demonstrates we are keeping fuith 
with our decision to maintain our level of charges over 3 years and is in line with Government targets for stability. 
Our figures show that we should be charging £86 per year (for a Band D property), but the Council is still able to 
draw from its reserves to make up this amount. Councillors have therefore decided to phase in the tax at a 


sustainable level. The costs work out to approximately 96p per week (for a Band D property) and we are still well 
below the amounts being charged by other local authorities in the County. Overall, the charge represents very
